DKSVKR, Col, Aug 19--The Gumry 
hotel, Ncs. 1725 to 1733 Lawrence 
street, was wrecked by an explosion at 
12:10 o'clock this morning. The rear 
half of the building, a five-story brick 
and stone structure, went down with 
crash. The hotel was crowded with 
guests and many of them must hate 
been killed as well as the entire force 
of hotel employes, who were sleeping in 
the portion of. the building that fell. 
On both sides of Lawrence, from Sev 
enteenth to Eighteenth streets, and on 
Larimer, directly back of the Gumry, 
the plbte glt^s windows of the business 
houses were blown in and a number of 
the pedestrians were injured by falling 
glass. The fronts ol many buildings 
in the vicinity were badly wrecked 
The hotel structure for 100 feet along 
the alley and extending seventy, five 
toward the front is a mass of debris 


The fire engines today were still 
pouring water upon the ruins of the 
Gumry hotel, which was wrecked by an 
explosion soon after midnight 
last 
night. Buried in the ruins were many 
guests and employes of the hotel, whose 
bodies must have been wholly or par- 
tially cremated. Out of forty or more 
people who were certainly in the hotel 
when the explosion occurred, a score 
were got out safely, three were rescued 
with more or less serious injuries and 
the others were unquestionably killed 
beneath the mass of bricks and shat- 
tered beams and twisted iron at the 
rear of the ruined building. 


The firemen labored with energy at 
the work of excavation, but it will be 
perhaps days before the uncertain hor- 
rors of the heap of destruction can be 
fully told. The death list will include 
the owner of the hotel, Peter Gumry; 
the manager, Robert C. Creinor, and 
his wife, who acted as day clerk. 
They 
were in the rear of the building and 
could not possibly escape. Before fire 
added to the horrors of the explosion 
the firemen were appealed to piteously 
by men and women and babes whose 
lives were beinc; crushed out in the 
ruins. Then the fire broke out and 
that ended it. 


Joe Muneal, of Cairo, III., was res- 
cued at 2:30, after an hour's work, and 
it is certain no more of the victims can 
be alive. A. E. Irwin, the night clerk, 
who, with Barkeeper William Rubbe, 
had a miraculous escape, went over the 
register for the last few days this morn- 
ing and endeavored to call to mind 
the occupants of the different rooms. 
He says there were between fifty and 
fifty-five people registered, and sixteen 
were occupying back rooms, where it 
was more difficult to escape. 
How 
many of them were saved it is impos- 
sible to state, but it is known that sev- 
eral who were in the back portion of 
the building managed to escape in 
some manner. 


The occupants, as determined by the 
clerk, is as follows: Gen. Chas. Adams, 
of Manitou, Col, occupied room 11, in 
the rear of the hotel and over the 
boilers, the section in which the havoc 
of the explosion was hardest. 
Mr. 
Eubbe believed he was in his room. 
Ex-State Auditor Louis Schwabneck, a 
brother of Mr. Adams, was early at the 
scene of the disaster and inquired 
eagerly for him. He says it was his 
brother's custom to retire early on 
Sunday evening. If it is true that Mr. 
Adams was in his room he is undoubt- 
edly among the dead. A. L. Blake, of 
Florence, Col., was Bleeping in the room 
directly over the boiler and Mr. Eubbe 
places him among the dead. 
Myron 
E. Hawley, a clerk in the freight de- 
partment of the Union Pacific railroad 
office, roomed in the rear end and had 
been in the house for a long time. 
He 
had gone to.bed early and is counted 
among the lost. James Murphy, a 
contractor, was a regular boarder and 
also a roomer in the destroyed portion. 
Mr. Eubbe says he was in his room and 
he also must be among the dead. 


Others who had rooms in the hotel 
and who have not been accounted for 
are as follows:

The whole rear half of the hotel was 
blown to atoms and the front portions 
are merely shattered and burned frag- 
ments of a house. The force of the ez. 
ploBion was so great that for two blocks 
on Lawrence street and for some dis- 
tance on Larimore street every window 
in the bueinesB blocks ware shattered 
in pieces on the pavements. 
It was a 
catastropbe complete and pitiless in its 
horrors. The dust had cleared away 
fiome what when the firemen reached 
the place. There was no fire to be 
seen then. 
In front of the houKe 
there was the sound of glass fail- 
ing and people were ruehing in night 
clothes in horror from the doors and 
appealing piteously from the windows 
for help. 
The explosion awoke the 
guests in the front part of the house

and by the time firemen reached the 
scene were ready to be taken from the 
windows. The firemen with torch and 
lantern entered all parts of the hotel. 
First to be taken care of by the ambu- 
lance corps was Michael C. Burgess, 
who was walking along I^awrence street 
on the opposite side from the hotel 
when the explosion occurred. 
The 
fifing glass cut him about the head in 
a frightful manner. 
His injuries are 
very serious, thouch not necessarily 
fatal. He is a painter from Custer City, 
S. D. 


Bud Hopkins, a bartender at the 
Gumry, was fouud on the ground floor 
of the hotel unconscious and bleeding 
from many cuts. His irjuries are not 
serious. 


Joe Muneal was found on the base- 
ment, dressed only in his underclothes, 
and was completely covered with ashes 
and dirt. 
When revived, he said: 


•'I am a cigarmaker and have been 
in the city for a week, having come 
here from Cairo, 111. I was up stairs 
in bed when I heard the awful crash. 
I did not know what it was and got out 
of bed and hurried out, and in going 
down stairs I must have lost my way, 
for when I got down on what I thought 
was the ground floor I fell down into 
the basement." 


His injuries, though seve/e, are not 
thought to be fatal. These three were 
the only injured persons who had been 
taken to the county hospital up to 8 a. 
m. Six persons, including a woman 
and a baby, were taken ofi the roof of 
the building adjoining the 
Gumry, 
occupied by A. Lillyblade. 


Peter Poss, an aiied gentleman from 
Chatanooga, Tenn., was occupying room 
No. 34 with his daughter, Addie. 
He 
is an invalid. 
He was awakened by 
the noise and found the room full of 
dust. 
He had a slight cut above the 
left eye. Peter Daily, special officer of 
the Union Pacific, carried Mr. Poss 
down from the fourth floor on his back. 
The daughter got down the stairs un- 
aided and uninjured. Mr. E. E. Clark, 
of Central City, Colorado, says when he 
awoke, the building was shaking and 
rocking and it seemed that it was 
likely to go down. The room was full 
of lime dust so he could scarcely breath 
and the plaster was falling all about 
him. He rushed half dressed down the 
stairway. 
W. G. Purcell and wife of 
Broken Bow, Neb ; W. A. Logan, of 
Buona Vista, Colo,, and many others 
had similar experiences. 


There is no doubt that the disaster 
was caused by a boiler 
explosion, 
Frank Loescher, the engineer, it is 
said, was intoxicated, and after turning 
a large quantity of cold water into the 
hot boiler, left the building ten min- 
utes before the explosion occurred 
The police are looking for him. 


R. E. Irwin, the night clerk, says 
Loescher, who was only 
seventeen 
years old, was drunk when he went on 
duty and that he was in the habit of 
neglecting his duty. 
Irwin was pinned 
beneath some heavy timbers at his 
desk by the explosion and was rescued 
by a fireman. He has scalp wounds 
and internal injuries, but will recover. 


The Gumry was a five story building 
valued at $30 000 and had been used as 
a hotel since 1888. when it was rebuilt 
after a fire in which one life had been 
destroyed. 


General Charles Adams, whose body 
is believed to be in the ruins of the 
hotel, was well known in mining and 
political circles in Colorado. 
General 
Adams was a full brother of ex-State 
Auditor Louis Schwanbeck. The name 
of Adams was given him by an act of 
one of the first sessions of the Colorado 
legislature. 
Peter Gumry, owner of 
the hotel, was one of the old time citi. 
zens of Denver. 


At 4:30 o'clock a large force of men 
and teams began hauling away the 
mountain of debris from the place 
where the hotel stood. 
It will take 
hours to work into the mass to the 
spot where most of the bodies are sup- 
posed to be. 
At daylight three bodies 
were already in sight, those of two men 
and a woman, but it was impossible to 
uncover them sufficiently to identify 
them, the fire still burning dangerous.

FATAL STORM. 


Two Live.s Sacriñceíl a u d Many 
Persons I n j u r e d . 


CHICAOO, Aug. 1 9 — H . 
U . Holmes' 
"castle" at Sixty-third and Wallace 
streets,, which is said to have been the 
scene of numerous murders by the 
owner, was discovered to be on fire at 
12:.30 o'clock this morning. 
After an 
hour of hard work the firemen suc- 
ceeded in getting the flames under con- 
trol, but not until after they had left 
the building in condition to become 
more of a curiosity than it was while 
being searched by the police for evi- 
dence of crime. The fire had its origin 
in the restaurant occupied by J. H. 
Barton and was caused by the explosion 
of a lamp. An immense crowd gath«ired 
to witness the fire and during its pro- 
gress the remarks of those present in- 
dicated that the neighborhood was not 
in the leo.8t sorry to be rid of the 
notorious building. Some one caused 
considerable excitement for a time by 
asking where the Quinlan family was. 
Pat Quinlan and his wife and farmer 
Owen were released by the police Sat- 
urday but none of them have been 
seen about the building einee. 
The 
fire had eaten its way through to the 
second floor and it began to consume 
the effects of the Quinlan's and for a 
time it was thought that some member 
of the family might be in the apart- 
ments. 
Investigation by the firemen, 
however, disclosed no sign of life, and 
it was afterwards said that the Qain- 
lans had gone to the farm in Michigan, 
where their daughter Cora has been 
staying since their arrest. 
The house- 
hold furniture of the Quinlans was 
wholly destroyed. The total loss, how- 
ever, 
will 
not, 
it 
is 
said, 
be 
much 
over 
$15,000. 
The 
res- 
taurant 
in 
which 
the 
fire 
started is on the ground floor. The 
flames leaped up through the dummy 
elevator and burned the abeetos off the 
dead walls in such a manner that the 
police will be unable to make any fur- 
ther investigation even if it was desira- 
ble to do so. People remained about 
the building for hours and the police 
had hard work keeping curiosity hunt- 
ers from placing themselves in the way 
of falling timbers. 


WAS OF IKCENDIABY OEIGIN. 


Discoveries made by the police today 
lead to the belief that last night's fire 
in the "Castle" of H. H. Holmes was of 
incendiary origin. 
Several people liv- 
ing near the burned building saw two 
men enter the house shortly before the 
fire broke out, and leave with great 
haste. A search of the place revealed 
a half can of gasoline in the secret 
stairway leading to the basement, and 
search is being made for the men who 
are supposed to have started the blaze.

"The child, with others, was in bath- 
ing at the Willows, on the west shore 
of the lake, and the mother and some 
other ladies were watching them. 


' The boy got into deep water and the 
mother seeing his danger rushed to his 
rescue. 
She reached him, but the 
water was beyond her depth 
and, 
though she struggled heroically, could 
not make her way to shallow water. 


'The bodies were recovered within 
fifteen minutes and desperate efforts 
were made to resuscitate them, but to 
no avail." 


The Tribune further adda: 
"Mrs. 
Francis was the wife of Arthur Francis, 
a salesman in the J. L. Mott iron 
works house on Wabash avenue. 
She 
was twenty-seven years old and before 
her marriage, which took place five 
years ago, lived at Rockford, 111. 
Her 
maiden name was Flora 
Churchill. 
Mrs. Franciss and her husband former- 
ly lived at No. 6450 Myrtle avenue, 
in Woodlawn, but for two years they 
have resided on Butler street. 
Ac 
companied by their boy Claude, who 
was drowned, and by a cousin. Miss 
Florence Page, they left the city last 
Thursday for a two weeks' visit at the 
springs. 


"Charles Paige, secretary 
of

company, who is an uncle of Mr. Fran- 
cis, left last night for Spring Lake. 
The bodies of Mrs. Francis and her 
son will be brought to Chicago Monday 
morning." 


TWO ENCOüÑñRS. 


The Spanish Troops and the In- 
sursrents Collide, 


PITTSBDRG, Pa., Aug. 19.—Lastnight's 
storm was the most terriffic and de- 
structive that has visited this city in 
many years. It came without warning 
and at a time when the parks were 
filled with people and the rivers with 
boats crowded with excursionists. 
As 
far as known at this time two lives 
were lost, a score of persons were in- 
jured, two, it is thought, fatally, and 
property damaged to the extent of 
$100.000. The dead are: 


Millie Linbaugh, cook on the steamer 
Lud Keefer, diowned. 


Unknown woman, blown from the 
Point bridge. 


Those probably fatally injured are: 
Patrick Shea, fireman on the West 
End Electric railroad power house. 


John Adams, conductor, Second ave- 
nue traction line. 


At least twenty others were injured 
more or less seriously by being hit 
by flying debris, but their names have 
not been obtained. 


The storm struck the city about 10 
o'clock and was over in about half an 
hour. 
But in that brief time death 
and widespread destruction were left 
in its track 
The rain came down in 
torrents and was accompanied by vivid 
lightning and terrific wind. 
Houses 
were unroofed, trees uprooted 
and 
fences and out houses demolished. 
So 
tremendous was the force of the tor- 
nado that the steamers Lud Keefer, 
Little Bill and Arlington wore over- 
turned and many barges, coal boats 
and small crafts torn from their moor 
ings and sent adrift. 


The passenger barge, Dakota, was 
forced against the Smithfield street 
bridge and the side crushed in. 
She 
sank in several feet of water. 
When 
the storm struck the Keefer, Captain 
Keefer, Mate Miller and Millie Lin- 
baugh, the cook, 
and two colored 
chambermaids were on board, but all 
reached the shore in safety except 
Millie Linbaugh, who 
became 
ex- 
hausted and was drowned. 


The steamer, Courier, with 400 pas- 
sengers on board, was swept with water 
and the passengers 
became 
panic 
stricken, but Captain Klien succeeded 
in making a landing at Painter's Mills 
and all were discharged from the boat 
in safety. While the wind was at its 
highest an unknown woman attempted 
to cross the Point bridge. She was 
caught in a whirlwind and blown into 
the river and drowned. 


The day had been extremely hot and 
thousands of people were at Schenly 
Park. When the storm came on there 
was a rush for shelter. The wind had 
prostrated the electric light wires and 
several women were seriously shocked 
by coming in contact with them. On 
Second avenue a feed wire was broken 
and in attempting to repair it, Conduc- 
tor Adams was seriously shocked. 
He 
is still living, but has never recovered 
consciousness. On the south side, the 
large grain elevator of Henderson & 
Johnson, in course of construction, was 
almost completely demolished. 
The 
heavy iron girders fell on a row of 
tenement houses and crushed them, 
but fortunately the occupants were 
away from home. 


Two freight cars on the Pittsburg and 
Lake roads were lifted from the tracks 
and blown into the Monongehela river. 


Portions of the Monongehala and 
Castle Shannon inclines were carried 
away by the winds and demolished. 
On the north side (Allegheny) great 
gamage was done to small buildings 
and many trees were uprooted in the 
parks but as far as reported no person 
was seriously injured. 


On Arch street, in this city, a new 
brick building was blown over, crush- 
ing a double frame dwelling adjoining, 
occupied by Mrs. Dally with one child 
and Mrs. Pryor with three children. 
When the building went down, Mrs. 
Pry or and her oldest child, a son, es- 
caped, but the two smaller children 
were buried in the debris. The same 
fate caught Mrs. Dally and her child. 


An alarm was sent in from box 65, 
but before the firemen got there a num- 
ber of men had dug the people out and 
found them all unhurt. 


Picnic parties returning home by way 
of the Brownsville road had a rough 
experience. The tornado broke lose 
while nearly 500 persons were scattered 
along the road. 
When the storm came 
up everybody rushed to the fences to 
hold on and keep from being blown 
over. The wind tore up the fences and 
blew men, women and children to and 
fro. Everybody got soaking wet and 
many were slightly itjured. 
Great 
damage was also reported to the houses 
along the road, while giant trees were 
twisted and hurled across the road. 


Many barns were completely 
de- 
stroyed. 
The storm prostrated 
all 
local telegraph and telephone wires, 
but the through wires were only inter- 
rupted for a short time. 
The rainfall 
was .45 inch and the wind had a 
velocity of fifty miles an hour.

The Great Japanese Sea Fight. 
Commander Alfred T. Mahan, the 
American naval officer best known and 
most esteemed in European circles be- 
cause of his book "lufluenee of Sea 
Power Upon History," furnishes much 
interesting reading in his comments, in 
The Century, on the gi-eat Japan-China 
sea fight at the mouth of the Yalu river. 
The fight, it -will be remembered, took 
place Sept. 17, 1894. 


One of the most impressive facts in 
connection with the fight is to Com- 
mander Mahau's mind the very great 
effect produced by rapid fire gnus. 
In 
future "svarfare, both on land and sea, 
the rapid fire gnu will play a much 
greater part than it has done heretofore. 
The heavy iron covers on the large can- 
non on board a man-of-war represent 
the defensive iu battle, says Captain 
Mahan, while the smaller rapid fire 
guns represent the offensive. The Chi- 
nese had large cannon with sufficiently 
heavy gim shields, but they were de- 
ficient in rapid fire guns. 
That was 
one reason the Japanese whipped, for 
the Japs represented the attacking party. 
Mahau quotes Admiral Farragut's say- 
ing, "The best defense against the ene- 
my is a well directed fire from our own 
guns." 
Commander McGiffin of the 
Chinese ironclad Chen Yuen says, in 
his account of the fight, that the Chi- 
nese were very short of ammunition, and 
that this was the fault of the Chinese 
government. Captain Mahan believes it 
is the best policy to have many rounds 
of ammunition on deck ready to load, 
in spite of the danger of explosion. 
This the Japanese did ; also the Chinese, 
so far as their ammunition held out. 


But with the Japanese formation for 
the fight Mahan finds fault. 
The Japa- 
nese ships steamed in line one after an- 
other across the whole front of the Chi- 
nese fleet, thus presenting their flanks 
to the Chinese bows. 
Only for the fact 
that the Japanese vessels were so much 
more speedy than 
the Chinese this 
would have been a "reckless undertak- 
ing. ' ' If the Chinese ships had been 
Bwift enough to do it, they could have 
rammed the Japanese amidships. 
Fur- 
thermore, Mahan cannot see why, since 
the Japanese attack was made on the 
flank of the Chinese fleet, the same at- 
tack could not have been made in the 
beginning on the left flank, instead of 
incurring, as the Japanese admiral did, 
the risk of being rammed by steaming 
across the Chinese front and attacking 
the right flank. 


One lesson shown by the fight is that 
a column of ships is a better defensive 
arrangement than a line of ships. 


As a whole, Captain Mahan considers 
the result of the Yalu fight a drawn bat- 
tle, because, although 
the 
Japanese 
whipped, they did it with their rapid 
fire guns against an enemy that had no 
rapid fire guns to meet them wùth, and 
there is no telling absolutely what the 
Chinese could have done if they, too, 
had had plenty of ammunition and 
plenty of rapid fire guns. 


The question, too, came up here, 
which, Mahan says, has been under dis- 
cussion a century, Which is it better to 
do—try to injure the motive power of 
the enemy's ship and destroy her, or to 
try to kill and disable her men? Mahan 
believes that on the whole experience 
replies, "Attack the men." 
This was 
what the Japanese did with their rapid 
fire guns, and they conquered.

Enough 
of the current could touch him at once 
to destroy his life. The ampere forco iu 
that case would be sufficient.

their day actually refused the presiden- 
cy itself. 
And this, too, when it was 
within their rcaeli, and mit, as in the 
case of Ml". Whitney and .souio others 
wlio would put away the crown, a luero 
po.ssibility. 


In 1844 Martin Van Bureu was the 
popular Deraocratic candid:'.to for tlit^ 
nomination of that year. 
Ho was not 
alt();4eiher aeceptablo to tlie soutii be- 
cause of his known opposition to the an- 
nexation of Texas, but when the Demo- 
cratic convention assembled at Balti- 
more in May it was found that Van Eu- 
ren had a clear majority of tlie delepi- 
tiou over all other candidates. 
But the 
two-thirds rule, wliicli even tlien liad 
become a Democratic tradition, having 
first been adopted in lSèj2, doomed him 
to defeat, and the politician.s cast around 
for an available candidate in Van Bu- 
reu's place. 


They at once pitched upon Silas 
Wright, a .senator from New York, who 
was himself an ardent supporter of Van 
Buren. 
If Senator Wright had said the 
word, or had even been silent, ho could 
have bad the nomination, but ho utterly 
and absolutely refused to permit his 
name to go before the convention. 
In 
writing to a friend who was a member 
of the couventiou he said, "If it were 
proper I could tell you, with the most 
perfect truth, that I have never been 
vaiu enough to dream of the office of 
president in connection with luy own 
.name, and were not Mr. Van Buren the 
candidate of our state I should find just 
as little difficulty as I now do in telling 
you that I am not aud cannot, under 
any circumstances, be a candidate before 
your convention for that oiïice. " 


This letter, read to the convention, 
was final, and the next thing done was to 
nominate James K. Polk. 
Then, in 
spite of every protest, Wright was nomi- 
nated for the vice presidenc}-. This hon- 
or ho peremptorily declined, and the 
national coniinittee placed George M. 
Dallas' name on the ticket instead of 
his. History records that Polk and Dal- 
las were elected, as Wright would un- 
doubtedly have been had he suffered his 
name to have been used by the conven- 
tion. In fact, Wright elected the ticket, 
for he resigned his seat in the senate 
for the express purpose of accepting the 
nomination for the governorship of New 
York, canvassed that state most thor- 
oughly aud carried it for himself aud 
the national ticket. So here we have the 
example of a man—aud lie was a very 
great man—who refused both the presi- 
dency and the vice presid6i3cy. 


Almost a similar state of affairs oc- 
curred in 1852. 
General Cass, it will 
be remembered, had been defeated by 
General Taylor in 1848, and ho was the 
most prominent candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination in 1853. 
In (he con- 
vention, however, he could not com- 
mand the two-thirds vote, aud the man- 
agers commenecd to cast about for an 
available substitute. The Virginians set 
their eye.s on Daniel S. Dickinson of 
New York, at that time a senator, as 
Wright had been before him. 
On the 
thirty-fourth ballot the Virginia dele- 
gation cast their votes for Dickinson, 
and he, being a member of the conven- 
tion, at once arose and in a strain of 
eloquence seldom heard on such an oc- 
casion forbade the nse of his name. Ho 
had como there, he said, instructed to 
vote for General Cass and to procure his 
nomination, and no temptation could 
induce him to depart from that course. 


His splendid self abnegation did not 
secure tiie nomination of General Cass, 
for on the next ballot the Virginians 
voted for Franklin Pierce aud he was 
nominated. A few months later he was 
elected by an overwhelming vote, carry- 
ing all the states but four. 
Tl;ere are 
moral lessons for statesmen in these 
historic instances and much food for 
reflection. Curiously enough, both those 
self denying men were New York poli- 
ticians. —Chicago Times-Herald. 


Miniature T o w e r of Babel. 


The Smithsonian institution is pre- 
paring a miniature model of the Tower 
of Babel for the exposition of Atlanta. 
It will be in all respects, so far as pos- 
sible, a faithful reproduction of the fa- 
mous original. The latter was the great- 
est of the many magnificent temples of 
Babylon, being 140 feet high. 
That 
does not seem much, compared with t3:c 
Wa-shingtou monument, but people in 
tho.'^o days v,"ere not acctistomed to tall 
structures, and the :ineient <':i])ital df 
A.sfiyria was situated ia tho midst of a 
vast plain, where thexo wero ni> natural 
el4»varions to servo for comparisou.—

Mind Itca<U'r Tyndall .'^ays iïe Will Rise 
Again Aft^r Ten Days. 


A special to the San Francisco Call 
from Santa Barbara says : 


Alexander Mcllvcr Tyndall, a mind 
reader, proposes to undertake to be bur- 
ied alive for ten days, at tho expiration 
of which period he promises to rise liv- 
ing aud breathing from tJio grave. 


Tyndall's propo.sal is to be placed in 
a hermetically sealed casket, being iirst 
covered with clarified butter, scaling all 
pores of the body and the eyes, mouth, 
ears and no.^trils. 
This work is to be 
performed under the eyes of physicians. 


The casket is then to bo placed sis 
feet under ground, covered with earth, 
grass seed planted and permitted to 
siiriug above. The grave is to be guard- 
ed day and night, when, at tho expira- 
tion of tho tenth day, the casket shall 
be disinterred and opened in the pres- 
ence of physicians who had witnessed 
tlie interment. 


The experiment is modeled after the 
feats performed by an East Indian sect. 
The proprietors of a hotel have accepted 
the proposition and intend making San- 
ta Barbara the center of the scientific 
attention of the world during the period 
of Professor Tyndall's burial.

Plans F o r S s t a b l i s h i n g Novel Post R o u t e s 
I n Alaska. 


Reindeer raising by the United States 
government in its faroff territory of 
Alaska has now come to be an industry 
of great importance and requires the 
services of a large force of experienced 
men, all of whom have been brought 
from Lapland for the sole purpose of 
taming the reindeer and teaching the 
natives tho use of the animals. 


The govemment now proposes to es- 
tablish a mail route from the most 
northern extremity of the territory down 
to Unalaska, where connections will be 
made by steamer with San Francisco. 
Thus the agents, schoolteachers and 
missionaries who are employed along 
the great Y ukon river and its tributaries 
will be brought into closer communica- 
tion with civilization. 


The length of the line over which 
reindeer expresses will be run is prob- 
ably upward of 1,500 miles, and will 
take in all that region near the Yukon 
which is now accessible only by Indians 
and dog sleds. —New York Stm.

The rear 
alf of the building, a five-story brick 
nd stone structure, went down with a 
ash. The hotel was crowded with 
uests and many of them must have 
eeu killed as well as the entire force 


hotel employes, who were sleeping in 
ie portion of the building that fell. 
n both sides of Lawrence, from Sev. 
nteenth to Eighteenth streets, and on 
arimer, directly back of the Gumry, 
.e pkto glass windows of the business 
ouses were blown in and a number of 
ie pedestrians were injured by falling 
ass. The fronts ol many buildings 
the vicinity were badly wrecked 
lie hotel structure for 100 feet along 
ie alley and extending seventy, five 
iward the front is a mass of debris 
The fire engines today were still 
curing water upon the ruins of the 
umry hotel, which was wrecked by an 
xplosion soon after midnight 
last 


ght. Buried in the ruins were many 
uests and employes of the hotel, whose 
odies must have been wholly or par- 
ally cremated. Out of forty or more 
eople who were certainly in the hotel 
(ten the explosion occurred, a score 
ere got out safely, three were rescued 
ith more or less serious injuries and 
ie others were unquestionably killed 
eneath the mass of bricks aud shat- 
red beams and twisted iron at the 
ar of the ruined building 
The firemen labored with energy at 
ie work of excavation, but it will be 
erhaps days before the uncertain hor- 
rs of the heap of destruction can be 
lly told. The death list will include 
ie owner of the hotel, Peter Gumry; 
ie manager, Eobert C. Creinor, and 
s wife, who acted as day clerk. They 
ere in the rear of the building and 
>uld not possibly escape. Before fire 
Ided to the horrors of the explosion 
le firemen were appealed to piteously 
y men and women and babes whose 
ves were being crushed out in the 
uins. Then the fire broke out and 
lat ended it. 
Joe Muneal, of Cairo, 111., was res- 
ued at 2:30, after an hour's work, and 


is certain no more of the victims can 
e alive. A. £ Irwin, the night clerk, 
ho, with Barkeeper William Rubbe, 
ad a miraculous escape, went over the 
egister for the last few days this morn- 
ig and endeavored to call to mind 
ie occupants of the different rooms. 
e says there were between fifty and 
'ty-five people registered, and sixteen 
ere occupying back rooms, where it 
as more difficult to escape. How 


many of them were saved it is impos- 


ble to state, but it is known that sev- 
ral who were in the back portion of 
ie building managed to escape in 
ome manner 
The occupants, as determined by the 
.eric, is as follows: Clen. Chas. Adams, 
f Manitou, Col, occupied room 11, in 
ie rear of the hotel and over the 
oilers, the section in which the havoc 
f the explosion was hardest. Mr. 
lubbs believed he was in his room. 
5x-State Auditor Louis Schwabneck, a 
rother of Mr. Adams, was early at the 
cene of the disaster and inquired 
igerly for him. He says it was his 
rother's custom to retire early on 
iunday evening. If it ia true that Mr. 
idams was in his room he is undoubt- 
edly among the dead. A. L. Blake, of 
'lorenoe, Col, was sleeping in the room 
irectly over the boiler and Mr. Bubbe 
ilaces him among the dead. Myron 
3. Hawley, a clerk in the freight de- 
partment of the Union Pacific railroad 
jffice, roomed in the rear end and had 
teen in the house for a long time. He 
ad gone to bed early and is counted 


among the lost. James Murphy, 
Boutractor, was a regular boarder and 
also a roomer in the destroyed portion, 
dr. Bnbbe says he was in his room and 
ie also must be among the dead. 


Others who had rooms in the hole 


and who have not been accounted for 
are us follows:
